bonds and sales of gold by Beoretary Dout-
well, tha apparent indisposition of Con-
presa to  make extravagant appropria
tions, and the reported diminution in
the exports of bullion all unite to redace tho
promium on gold, and hasten the era when
specie payments can be safely and perimn-
nently resumed. Whether the present down-
ward tendency of gold will be steadily main-
tained or not is a matter of comparatively
small moment. Confidence in the public
erodit is so thoroughly re-established (that
nothing but a disastrous change of policy can
pgain inspire sensible people with a distrast
of the pecuniary ability and honesty of this
great nation.,

According to
all the rules of the ‘‘famcy,” it is not the fair
thing to hit a man when he is down; and ac-
cording to Josephs it would be too bad,
really too bad, to place the gamblers under
any further disabilities, after they had been
so cruelly treated by a newspaper in the pub-
lication of their names, places of business,
and methods of depleting the pockets of thair
victims. The sacred privaoy of their voua-
tion had been invaded, and all the world hal
been informed exactly who and what they
were, and was mnot that punishment enough,
thinks Josephs?

PENDENCE SQUARE PROJECT.
Tur contract made by the Building Commis-
| sion with Mr. MoNikols for the excavation of
a cellar on the Walnut street front was pre-
sented to City Councils for approval yester-
day. It encountered earnest opposition in
both branches, but the friends of the Inde-
pendence Square project mustered a working
{ majority in the Select branch, while in the
Common Council a motion to indefinitely
postpone the ordinance approving the con.
tract was pnssed by a vote of 19 yeas to 18
nays. Another breathing spel. is thus gained
by the opponents of a measure that is exceed-
ingly unpopular with a large proportion
of the citizens of Philadelphia, and
they should improve the opportunity
by using promptly every honorable and just
means to arrest the prooceedings of the Build.
ing Commission. That body acls in exceed-
ingly bad taste, if not in clear violation of
law, by awarding contracts and attempting to
ineur enormous expenditures in advance of
an appropriation by Councils, Tho most ra-
tional explanation of its precipitate pro.
ceedings is to be found in its well-grounded
fear that the sober second thought of the peo-
| ple will condemn the proposed desecration of
| Independence Square, and secatter to the
winds the commission which is so exceedingly
anxious to consummate this outrage.

The people demand & vote on this guestion,
It would be the height of injustice to
commit them against their will to the
expenditure of & vast sum of money for
buildings upon a site which cannot be legally
used for the intended purpose, which is

They are strong, smooth,
and business-like lu appearance, and have the letter
T stamped through the dbre. Old greenbacks form
the materinl of which they are mude, The Treasury
Department saves up all the bits and remnants of
paper used in the manufacture of our ourrency, with
old stamps sod bills and all the mutilated green-
backs that have come back to It, and, lnstead of de-
stroying this mass of rubblsh as was formerly done,
the department turns (8 over to the paper makors,
whao return it in the shape of serviceable envelopes.
Many dollars are annually saved to the Government
by this means. ‘Thess envelopes are used exten-
glvely In the Custom Houses, the Post Ofice, Sab-
Treasury, and other Government offices,
